Each  member  of  the  public  who  is  unable  to  attend  the  public  meeting  or  hearing  may  submit  to  the  City,  by  the  time 
the  proceeding  begins,  written  comments  regarding  the  subject  of  the  meeting  or  hearing;  these  comments  will  be 
made  a  part  of  the  official  public  record.  (Section  67.7-1  (c)) 

Persons  wishing  to  comment  at  meetings  of  the  Task  Force  and  its  committees  are  encouraged  to  fill  out  speaker 
cards  to  ensure  accuracy  of  identification.  This  is  not  a  requirement;  speakers  may  remain  anonymous.
